The operation of extracting
venom from a lance-head viper, the
most deadly of known reptiles, was
performed in New York on a specimen
brought from the head waters of the
Amazon river. The reptile ylelded
one-third of a teaspoonful of serum
which i8 so strong that it is sald to be
sufficient to last the world for 50 years
in the treatment of mallgnent diseases
such as typhold and scarlet fever and
diphtheria.

The British cruiser Gladiator was
struck by the American liner St. Paul
off the Isle of Wight and so badly dam-
aged that it sank in a few m'nutes
carrying down 28 of the crew.

A remarkable storm has swept over
the south of England accompanied by
violent northerly gale and low temper-
ature and in many places the snow
drifts were elght feet deep.

The Canadlan government has sent
an invitation to the United States gov-
ernment to have the battleship fleet
visit Vietoria and Vancouver while in
the Pacific.

ONLY TWO BATTLESHIPS.

Senate Turns Down the President
Same as Did House,

By an overwhelming vote President
Roosevelt's four battleships program
felled in the genate juat as it did in
the house. The amendment for four
battleships was introduced by Senator
Plles, and the fight for its adoption
was led by Senator Beveridge. Twen-
ty-three votes were cast for the In-
creased program, the number largely
being made up of recently-elected sen-
alors. Fifty sgenators voted to sup-
port the house and the recommenda-
tion of the genate naval committee fn
favor of building only two bhattleships.

It was developed by Senator All
son during the debate that there is
n well-defined understanding among
the senate leaders for the anthoriza-
tion of two battleships each vear s
til the Ameriean navy Is regarded as
sufficlent to meet any demands that
may be made upon it.  As finally
passed, the bill carries appropriations
aggregating $123,1156,659, and provides
for the construction of two battle-
skips and two colllers and the pur

chase of three additlonal colliers, the
construction of submarines and other
necessary vessels and an increase in

the pay of officers and enlisted men
ag well as increasing boith the pay
and atrength of the marine corps,

That the president, on the whole, is
pleased with the result of hisg efforts
with congresg on thls subject is
manifest. He firmly belleves in the
abllity of the United tates to dictate
the naval policy of the world in the
future.

FLEET ITINERARY APPROVED.

Battleships Leave 8an Francisco for
the Orient In July.
President Roosevelt approved an
itinerary for the Atlantic battleship
fleet on its way around the world,
covering the trip to the Vnllippines,
up to China and Japan and then
bnck to Manila. According to this
{tinerary the fleet will leave San Fran-
clsco July 7, arrive at Honolulu July
16, remaln seven days; arrive at
Auckland August 9, remain six days;
arrilve at Syndey August 20, remain
seven days; arrive at Melbourne Au-
gust 20, remaln geven days; arrive at
Albany, Australia (for coal), Septem-
ber 11, remain six days; arrive in
Philippines October 1, remain nine
days; arrive at Yokohama October 17,
remain seven days. At Yokohama the
fleet will be divided, the first squad-
ron golng to Manila and scheduled to
report there October 31. 7The second
sguadron will go to Amhoy, reaching
there October 29, and after a stay of
six days will go to Manlla, reaching

there November 7.

FRANCE THE LAND OF MODERN
TROGLODYTES.

Considerable Portion of Population In
Some Districta Inhabit Homea
Hewn Centuries Ago—S8ome
Extremely Comfortable,

New York.-—Most persons will be
surprised to learn that France ls re-
garded as a land of troglodytes, But
they are not barbarians or savagesa.
On the contrary, most of them are In-
dustrious and thrifty folk who have
utilized most intelligently the special
conditions which enable them to pro-
vide comfortable homes for their fam-
flles at a minimum cost.

Cave dwellers form an Important
proportion of the population in some
districts of the center of France. This
type of habitation is found hewn out
of the chalk on the French coast of
the British chanuel and also In other
districta of northern France, Bat

these cave dwellings are not to be
compared in numbers with those In
central France, and especially In the
middle basin of the lLoire, where the
groups of troglodytes are most dense,

They are found wherever cliffs of
white limestone, a marked feature in
the geology of this reglon, rise above
the general level. This limestone, al-
most inexhaustible in quantity, ils very
compact, but is easlly worked and
vast quantities are quarried for bulld-
ing purposes,

Along the middle Loire and especial-
ly on the great Inland peninsula be-
tween the Lolre and {ta tributary, the
Cher, it rises in escarpments on the
river banks. These walls are plerced
with artificial inhabited grotios. They
are innumerable along the Lolre from
Glen to Saumur.

At Blois and Ambolse and in the
suburbs of Tours many of the stables
and outhouses of the dwallings are in
the ground.

In the valley of the Cher the cliffe
for over 18 miles, from Chenonceaux
to Baint-Algnan, are honeycombed
with subterranean dwellings, most of
the people living in these caves, not
only the poor but also the more pros-
perous peasants, and even many of
the bourgeois. The chateaux also use
these caverns as kitchens, chambers
and lunch rooms, and house some of
the live stock In them.

The town of Bourre is a typlcal vil-
lage of cave dwellers. All along the
cliffs the visitor sees the doors and
windows of the cave houses, and their
chimpeys rising above the rocks. Un-
til recently none of the people here
built houses,

They lived by preference In capa-
cious rooms hewn out of the rock.
Many of the richer among them now
live in houses on the surface, but the
great majority are still faithful to the
cave dwelllngs which their fathers
dug.

There are good reasons for thelr
choice, The summer sun pours {ts
scorching Intensity upon these valleys,
but the cave dwelllngs are always
cool.

They have the same equable tem-
perature summer and winter. Many of
them have been utilized for centurles
and nobody is ashamed of them. Peo-
ple do not speak of thelr houses, but
of their caves.

The rooms in the caves are usually

on the same level, but if the rock roof
is high snough there is often a second;
story supported by posts and reached
by stone steps earved out of the side
wall,

What a fortunate fellow is the trog-
lodyte! If more elbow room s neaded
an his family grows he has only to
take his pickax and add length or
width to the domicile. If he wants a
little more light or air he knocks an:
other hole or two In the front wall,

1T the little folks disturb their grand-
parents he can dig out & new room
for the old people. His stable Is prob.
ably next door to the living room, and
the cow, chickens and goats live under
the common rock roof, Bometimes the
dwelling 18 reached by steps from the
outside, but frequently a passage cut
through the rock leads to the room

Usually there are suflicient windows
for light and ventllation, and the llv-
ing room lacks no appearance of com:
fort. 1t Is light and large.

The cupboard, the oak table, the
kneading trough, a looking glass, a
chest of drawers and a few prints or
colored pletures are arranged along
the stone walls, and behind curtains
are a bed or two In recesses dug out
of the rock. On one side Is the old-
fashioned fireplace and oven where
the cooking I8 done, and the chimney
affords a most vigorous draught.

One of the most striking eharacter-
istics of these subterranean dwellings
Is the complete lack of humidity on the
walls, In which respect they differ
from most natural limestone caverns,
No doubt there are many thousands
of people In crowded cities whose hab-
Itations cannot compare in comfort
and healthfulness with the cave dwell.
ings of central France,

NEW HOME FOR BEAMEN.
Imposing Twelve-Story Structure to
Be Erected In New York City,
New York.—Final plans prepared
for the new bullding of the Seamen's

The structure Is to stand at South
street and Coenties slip, and on ae¢-
count of its location near the shipping
it will be especlally avallable as a
haven for the sons of the seven seas.
The entire cost will be in the nelgh-
borhood of $600,000,

Plans drawn by the architects show
a quaint lanternlike tower, to be used
for the display of lights which will be
the code of slgnals of the institute.
The structure will be of brick and
limestone, 12 stories in helght, and
will occupy a plot 100x100 feet. On
the main floor will be the shipping
bureau and offices. It will be used as
an exchange where seafaring men
may obtain employment. The restau-
rants and kitechens will be in the base-
ment. The first floor will be devoted
to billlard and recreation rooms, The
large asgembly rooms will occupy the
second and third floors.

Upper floors of the structure will ba
glven up to sleeping quarters for 400
sallors and 100 officers.
